The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  V.P.  Cardinal. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  May  23,  1990  Executive  Council 
Meeting.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 


President  Osborn  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that  he  had  a  very  a 
active  agenda  and  busy  month  of  activities  since  the  last  Council 
meeting  and  would  only  make  reference  highlighting  certain 
speaking  engagements,  conventions,  activities  and  meetings  in 
order  to  keep  his  report  brief. 

The  President  began  his  report  by  reporting  on  the  following 
events : 

As  a  member  of  the  JFK  Statue  Committee,  he  attended  the 
dedication  ceremonies  on  the  lawn  of  the  State  House;  attended 
Boston  Central  Labor  Council's  candidate  night;  he  thanked 
members  of  the  Executive  Council  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  for 
honoring  him  at  a  reception  at  the  Parker  House  on  his  receiving 
a  Dr.  of  Laws  Degree  from  U-Mass.  Boston.  He  noted  that  he  as 
the  recipient  of  this  honor  felt  he  was  accepting  it  on  behalf  of 
Organized  Labor  in  Massachusetts  and  that  personally  he  was  in 
awe  of  his  being  a  recipient  but  that  he  also  felt  very 
comfortable  as  a  trade  unionist  is  accepting  the  degree  and  that 
it  showed  the  prestige  that  the  Council  has  garnered. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  happenings  that  took  place  at  the 
Democratic  State  Convention  and  the  impressive  number  of  labor 
delegates  who  stayed  and  participated  at  the  Convention  till  the 
final  hours  and  further  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  on  the 
activities  that  took  place  during  the  Convention  regarding  the 
nomination  of  the  present  Attorney  General  and  the  role  of 
Organized  Labor  in  his  success  and  on  the  picket  line  dispute 
which  disrupted  the  Convention  by  IBPO,  Local  346,  Springfield 
Police.  He  further  noted  that  for  two  weeks  he  had  been  going 
back  and  forth  both  physically  and  by  telephone  between 


Springfield  as  a  liaison  between  NAGE,  the  Police  and  the  City  of 
Springfield  to  attempt  to  reach  an  agreement  between  all  parties 
and  advised  that  on  the  Friday  night  of  the  Convention  an 
agreement  regarding  the  picketing  situation  had  been  reached  and 
then  broken  by  the  Springfield  Police.  He  further  advised  that 
the  Mayor  of  Springfield  never  helped  in  this  situation  from  day 
one.  He  noted  that  people  did  not  cross  the  picket  line  due  to  a 
fear  of  offending  organized  labor  and  because  of  their  belief  of 
not  crossing  picket  lines.  He  reported  that  as  a  result  of  the 
picket  line  being  set  up  and  the  delay  in  convening  the 
Convention  and  delegates  leaving  Springfield  some  of  Labor's 
efforts  had  been  hampered  in  that  if  this  had  not  happened 
Speaker  Keverian  would  have  been  a  winner  and  others  would  have 
been  in  a  position  to  capture  the  Party's  endorsements.  President 
Osborn  reported  that  he,  as  Mass.  AFL-CIO  President  had  addressed 
the  Delegates  from  the  Convention  Podium  as  he  had  in  the  last 
seven  years  and  noted  Labor  both  has  power  and  the  numbers  at 
these  Conventions  and  plays  a  centerpiece  role  at  them. 

On  the  annual  Irish-American  Coalition  Dinner,  President  Osborn 
commended  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty,  Legislative  Director  Martin  Foley, 
Staffer  Margaret  O'Connor  and  Tom  Mclntyre  for  their  efforts  in  a 
successful  evening  which  proceeds  are  used  to  benefit  Irish 
youth . 

President  Osborn  reported  on  meetings  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Environmental  Committee  and  that  Nick  Zeo  from  the  APWU  had  been 
named  its  Chairman.  He  noted  it  was  an  exciting  new  committee 
and  meetings  were  well  attended  and  that  the  committee  is  hopeful 
that  they  will  bring  some  sanity  to  protecting  the  environment 
but  also  in  retaining  jobs  at  the  same  time. 

The  President  remarked  that  Attorney  General  James  Shannon  had 
come  through  for  Labor  time  and  time  again  and  that  Labor  had  put 
much  energy  and  effort  in  his  winning  the  Democratic  Party 
nomination  in  Springfield  and  will  continue  to  assist  him  in  the 
general  election  and  that  he  was  a  true  and  proven  friend  of 
Labor  in  the  Commonwealth. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO/TEAM  referenda 
fight  and  that  the  same  type  of  campaign  that  was  used  in  the 
Vote  No  on  Question  #2  campaign  was  being  put  together.  He  noted 
that  the  TEAM  guestion  was  much  different  than  the  Vote  No  one 
and  that  the  present  referenda  would  coincide  with  passage  of  a 
state  budget  and  if  it  is  passed  the  referenda  would  possibly  be 
dropped  and  the  Coalition's  efforts  would  be  turned  to  defeating 
the  Barbara  Anderson,  CLT  petition  against  tax  rollbacks.  He 
noted  that  he  felt  the  field  operation  of  this  campaign  was  not 
at  the  point  it  should  be  at  this  time  and  that  he  was  pushing  to 
accomplish  this  and  that  former  State  Rep.  Geoff  Beckwith  had 
been  hired  to  put  the  nuts  and  bolts  together  for  this 
campaign.  He  also  noted  that  he  felt  the  rank  and  file  members 
need  information  on  the  tax  problems  and  on  the  TEAM  referenda 
guestion  and  that  this  would  also  be  an  area  to  be  moved  on. 


President  Osborn  reported  being  requested  by  Jim  Kelley, 
President  of  the  Lawrence  Haverhill  CLC  to  intervene  on  behalf  of 
a  candidate  for  the  Housing  Court  being  named  by  the  Governor's 
Council  members  and  noted  as  a  result  of  this  intervention  the 
Governor's  Council  had  put  off  its  recommendations  and 
deliberations  which  would  have  gone  against  our  candidate  for 
another  week.  He  noted  this  was  another  area  that  the  Mass.  AFL- 
CIO  has  dealings  with  in  that  such  a  candidate  for  this  position 
would  have  effects  on  working  people  in  that  area. 

He  further  reported,  that  at  the  request  of  Boston  Building 
Trades  Council  General  Agent,  Joseph  Nigro,  he  attended  a 
barbecue  sponsored  by  the  Multi-Employer  Property  Trust  that  was 
held  in  Burlington  honoring  the  completion  of  union  built 
construction.  He  noted  this  group  was  involved  in  investing 
union  employee  pension  fund  money  in  building  100%  union 
projects.  He  noted  this  group  wanted  to  further  expose 
themselves  to  groups  that  would  consider  investing  pension  fund 
monies  which  would  have  a  good  financial  return  and  would  employ 
and  retain  and  create  union  jobs  and  promote  taxes  for  the 
Commonwealth.  He  noted  that  he  has  been  deeply  impressed  by 
Brother  Nigro  for  his  ability  to  be  able  to  speak  with  corporate 
people,  union  contractors,  builders  and  employees  alike  and  that 
he  had  a  good  approach  and  was  well  respected  and  trusted.  He 
further  noted  the  possibility  of  a  conference  on  investment  of 
pension  funds  for  union  construction  projects  being  further 
discussed  and  planned. 

President  Osborn  reported  testifying  in  favor  of  at  hearings 
regarding  the  Third  Harbor  Tunnel  Project;  participating  on  a 
panel  at  a  conference  held  by  SEIU  285  along  with  VP  Felder  of 
SEIU  509;  attending  a  meeting  of  the  No.  Worcester  CLC  at  which 
time  he  swore  in  the  new  CLC  President,  Susan  Levey,  of  AFGE.  He 
commended  outgoing  CLC  President  and  Mass.  AFL-CIO  V.P.  Dick 
LeBlanc  for  his  past  efforts,  cooperation  and  support  as 
President  of  that  CLC> 

On  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  COPE  Fundraiser  held  on  June  22  at 
the  BTU,  President  Osborn  advised  that  he  had  requested  the  Vice 
Presidents  on  the  Council  to  look  at  this  event  as  their  own 
fundraiser  and  thanked  them  for  their  support  and  attendance  at 
the  event.  He  noted  that  in  order  for  the  Council  to  have  an 
impact  on  the  3  0  open  legislative  seats  COPE  money  would  be 
needed.  He  reported  the  fundraiser  tally  to  date  was  $25,000  and 
it  was  a  shot  in  the  arm  for  our  COPE  fund.  He  noted  there  could 
have  been  more  people  in  attendance  but  advised  in  was  a  warm 
Friday  night  in  June  and  the  event  produced  the  money  that  was 
sought.  He  noted  Congressman  Neal,  Senator  Kerry  and  Majority 
Leader  Flaherty  were  honored  at  this  event.  He  further  reported 
that  many  State  Federations  have  a  yearly  event  such  as  this  one 
to  raise  COPE  funds. 

The  President  reported  on  attending  and  speaking  at  the  State 
Convention  of  the  APWU  in  Springfield;  attending  a  luncheon  at 
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the  Kennedy  Library  in  honor  of  DNC  Deputy  Nelson  Mandela  at  the 
invitation  of  Senator  Kennedy  and  noted  that  he  was  the  only 
Labor  person  in  attendance.  He  reported  that  Mr.  Mandela  had 
been  supported  by  the  Trade  Unions  of  this  Country  and  is 
supported  by  Trade  Unions  in  South  Africa.  He  reported  he  was 
impressed  by  Mr.  Mandela's  presentation  on  reinvestment  after 
disinvestment  and  felt  he  was  an  intelligent  leader,  commands 
attention  and  was  a  national  orator.  He  noted  he  could  not 
predict  what  the  future  events  of  Mr.  Mandela's  efforts  would  be 
regarding  his  recent  controversial  remarks  but  he  stated  that 
hopefully  everything  will  work  out  ok  for  him.  President  Osborn 
also  advised  that  in  1957  the  National  AFL-CIO  had  passed  a 
resolution  at  its  Convention  against  Apartheid  and  was  an  early 
proponent  of  worker  rights  in  South  Africa. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  meetings  with  representatives  of  the 
striking  Greyhound  employees  and  of  their  financial  difficulties 
and  very  sad  situations  they  are  facing  and  reported  a  National 
boycott  was  beginning  in  Chicago  and  that  the  owner  of  the 
Company,  Curry  was  in  trouble  but  that  as  in  past  strikes  against 
corporate  America,  Greyhound  just  doesn't  care  about  the  workers. 
He  noted  the  situation  is  dismal  and  could  not  project  where  it 
would  go. 

President  Osborn  informed  the  Council  members  that  an  Eastern 
Airlines  rally  was  scheduled  for  this  upcoming  Saturday  from 
10:00  to  2:00  P.M.  and  asked  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of 
the  Vice  Presidents  in  support  of  this  rally. 

President  Osborn  reported  he  had  meet  with  Myles  Calvey,  Business 
Manager  of  IBEW,  Local  2222  regarding  the  911  and  411  telephone 
bills  legislation  and  that  the  telephone  workers  unions  were 
divided  on  an  issue  and  that  they  wanted  to  get  a  consensus  of 
where  these  unions  were  going  on  this  legislation.  President 
Osborn  advised  that  a  vast  majority  of  telephone  worker  locals 
were  against  such  legislation  and  that  such  legislation  that  was 
passed  in  Rhode  Island  cost  hundreds  of  jobs.  President  Osborn 
added  that  this  legislation  would  mainly  affect  woman  who  would 
be  hard  to  retrain  and  that  he  had  sent  out  a  letter  to 
legislators  clarifying  the  position  that  a  vast  majority  of  the 
telephone  workers  were  against  such  legislation. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  meeting  with  John  Lewis  who  had  been 
active  in  working  with  the  Council  on  Workers  Compensation  reform 
and  on  discussions  that  the  Legislature  wants  to  look  at  the 
reform  and  he  noted  that  Massachusetts  has  very  good  employee 
benefits  presently  that  are  better  than  the  rest  of  the  Country. 
He  noted  the  delays  are  edging  back  to  where  they  were  before 
reform  and  that  the  employers  are  now  saying  the  benefits  are  too 
high.  He  also  noted  that  at  hearings  the  Insurance  Industry 
representatives  show  up  unprepared  at  conciliation  cases  which 
causes  delays;  he  felt  the  conciliators  should  have  more  power 
and  are  presently  not  being  used  to  their  ultimates;  on  the 
Judges  output  he  noted  that  in  a  study  involving  30  states, 
Massachusetts  had  the  lowest  number  of  written  decisions  (50) 


yearly  and  that  something  had  to  be  done  and  that  the  workers 
compensation  reform  system  was  built  for  injured  workers  and  that 
there  were  some  great  judges  but  that  they  were  just  workers  in 
the  system  like  others  and  should  work  hard. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that 
he  wanted  to  clear  up  rumors  that  have  been  circulating  regarding 
his  future  at  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO.  He  noted  he  had  been  a 
full  time  union  representative,  (BA,  Pres,  Rep.)  for  twenty-five 
years  and  had  in  the  past  worked  two  jobs  and  in  his  terms  as 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  he  had  participated  in 
Workers  Compensation  reform,  Right  to  Know  legislation,  Secretary 
of  Labor  Cabinet  position,  Plant  Closing  legislation,  Workers 
Memorial  day  designation,  Vote  No  on  #2  Campaign;  restructured 
the  Council,  brought  in  talented  staff  and  removed  the  patronage 
system  of  past  years.  He  stated  this  had  taken  a  toll  on  him  and 
that  he  would  be  resigning  from  the  Council  on  January  4th;  there 
would  be  a  six  month  transition  which  would  be  done  properly  and 
that  he  would  be  then  going  to  visit  Alaska  and  Florida  and  catch 
his  breath.  President  Osborn  thanked  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  for  their  support  and  assistance  and  stated  he 
felt  he  had  run  as  fast  as  he  could  for  as  long  as  he  could  on 
behalf  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  received  a  standing  ovation  from 
the  Vice  Presidents. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  updated  the  Vice  Presidents  on  the  situation 
with  HERE,  Local  2  6  in  that  due  to  Local  26  embarrassing  the 
Council  via  local  newspaper  publicity  the  President  reported  the 
Council  had  initiated  suspension  proceedings  and  that  he,  as 
President  of  the  Council  had  put  off  this  action  due  to  many 
important  and  time  consuming  issues  facing  the  Council. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  read  the  following  statement  to 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Council: 

The  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  continues  in  its  efforts  to  uphold  and 
enhance  the  positive  image  of  Labor  in  Massachusetts  and 
elsewhere. 

Many  months  have  passed  since  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Council 
initiated  suspension  review  proceedings  against  Local  26,  HERE 
and  whereas  priority  Union  issues  that  affect  all  working  people 
of  Massachusetts  have  demanded  extensive  action  and  time  on  the 
part  of  the  Council's  Officers  and  Staff  and  all  of  the  Officers 
of  this  Organization  fully  understand  that  the  council  and  its 
Officers  did  everything  reguested  of  them  and  more  by  Local  26  in 
working  towards  achieving  the  amendment  of  the  Taft-Hartley  Act 
in  establishing  the  Housing  Trust  Amendment. 

All  of  the  Council  Officers  are  also  aware  we  have  received 
written  praise  for  our  contributions  in  this  important  effort 


from  elected  officials  such  as  U.S.  Senator  Ted  Kennedy  and 
several  U.S.  Congressmen  and 

Whereas  by  non-payment  of  dues,  Local  2  6  has  restricted  its  own 
self  from  participating  in  major  endeavors  of  this  great 
Organization  such  a  delegate  representation  and  voting  rights  at 
Conventions  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  the  Executive  Officers 
recommend  a  Motion  to  Table  said  charges  against  Local  26,  HERE 
at  this  time. 

We  are  hopeful  the  Officers  of  Local  26  HERE  will  come  to  realize 
we  are  not  each  others  enemies,  we  are  each  others  salvation. 

Discussion  then  took  place  regarding  Local  26,  HERE  suspending 
itself  due  to  non  payment  of  per  capita. 

MMS  to  accept  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Officers  and 
to  table  the  above  mentioned  charges  against  Local  26,  HERE.  So 
voted.   Unanimous  vote. 

MMS  to  cancel  the  July  Executive  Council  meeting,  as 
traditionally  no  meeting  is  held  in  the  month  of  July,  and  that 
all  matters  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Officers  for  action.  So 
voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT ; 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  informed  the  Council  members  of  his 

fondness  for  Arthur  Osborn  both  as  President  of  the  Council  and 

as  a  person  and  noted  everyone  owes  President  Osborn  a  debt  of 

gratitude  for  his  dedication  and  performance  for  the  last  11 

years. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  gave  the  regular  monthly  financial  report 
of  the  Council  and  reminded  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the  upcoming 
Council  Convention;  he  noted  the  disbursements  this  month  were 
high  due  to  paying  for  the  State  Democratic  Convention  activities 
and  reception  and  for  pension  disbursements  and  noted  that  the 
COPE  account  was  in  good  shape.  He  thanked  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  for  their  participation  in  the  COPE  fundraiser. 

On  his  activity  report,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  that  he 
and  Staff  representative  Richard  Rogers  had  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  Berkshire  CLC;  meetings  on  Unemployment  Insurance  with 
Commissioner  French  and  Legislative  Director  Foley  on  raising 
revenues  to  pay  benefits  and  that  UI  fund  was  in  jeopardy  of 
going  bankrupt;  on  attending  many  meetings  of  the  AFL-CIO/TEAM 
Referenda  coalition  with  President  Osborn. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  on  the  State  Democratic 
Convention  in  that  Labor  had  tremendous  participation  and  that  a 
majority  of  the  Labor  delegates  had  remained  at  the  DSC  until 
late  into  the  night.  He  also  noted  meeting  with  Pres.  Osborn  and 
Employment  and  Training  Coord.  John  Laughlin  regarding  the  WIC- 
REB  programs  and  grant  and  reported  he  was  hopeful  of  attaining 
another  $60,000  in  grant  monies. 


The  Secretary-Treasurer  advised  on  testifying  on  the  Waterhouse 
Ordinance,  the  anti-union  replacement  ordinance  that  was  heard 
before  the  Boston  City  Council  and  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  11  to 
1  and  noted  it  was  an  important  issue  to  striking  workers, 
including  the  presently  on  strike  Greyhound  employees.  He  noted 
that  he  and  President  Osborn  will  communicate  with  Mayor  Flynn 
and  request  him  not  to  veto  such  ordinance. 

He  also  reported  on  attending  meetings  of  the  Mass.  Jobs  Council 
along  with  V.P.  Mills  and  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Financial  Report.   So  voted. 

EDUCATION  REPORT ; 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  President  Osborn  had 
been  presented  an  Honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  Degree  at  U-Mass, 
Boston  and  that  National  AFL-CIO  Secretary-Treasurer  Thomas 
Donahue  had  been  presented  one  at  U-Mass.,  Amherst  and  that  each 
had  accepted  the  Degree  on  behalf  of  Organized  Labor. 

On  the  upcoming  Northeast  Council  Summer  School  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  reported  it  would  take  place  the  week  of  July  29th 
through  August  3rd  at  the  Mass.  Maritime  Academy  in  Buzzards  Bay 
and  the  issues  and  concerns  being  addressed  as  part  of  the  agenda 
would  effect  the  10  New  England  State  Federations.  He  noted  the 
accommodations  would  be  aboard  the  Ship  Patriot  and  urged  the 
Vice  Presidents  and  or  their  staff  to  attend. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR; 

Legislative  Director  Foley  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that  he 
had  enjoyed  working  with  President  Osborn  over  the  years  and 
wished  him  the  best  in  the  future  and  congratulated  him  on  his 
accomplishments . 

The  Legislative  Director  reported  that  a  workers  compensation 
draft  is  being  circulated  and  that  it  numbered  between  40  and  50 
pages  and  projected  it  was  not  going  anywhere.  On  workers 
compensation  claims  he  reported  the  backlog  is  growing  each 
month . 

On  the  drug  testing  legislation,  the  Director  advised  that  the 
bill  was  ready  to  go  and  that  the  only  remaining  hitch  was  the 
random  vs.  just  cause  provisions  and  that  the  Council  is  in 
support  of  the  just  cause  provisions;  on  the  UI  legislation, 
Director  Foley  noted  that  agreement  was  close  at  hand;  the 
minimum  wage  legislation  had  gone  into  third  reading  and  that  the 
Child  Labor  Laws  fines  was  going  on  to  the  Senate. 

Director  Foley  informed  the  Council  that  the  Senate  budget  was 
out  and  that  the  Blue  Laws  has  come  up  again  as  an  outside 
section  and  that  last  time  Labor  had  25  votes  on  its  side.   On 


the  tax  package  he  reported  that  the  Conference  committee  was 
still  meeting  and  no  one  could  predict  the  outcome. 

The  Legislative  Director  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that  the 
deadline  for  filing  legislation  for  next  year  is  the  first 
Wednesday  in  December  (December  5th) 

and  notified  the  Vice  Presidents  if  assistance  is  needed  by  their 
Organizations  in  writing  the  bills  to  contact  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Legislative  Department  who  will  assist  them. 

Director  Foley  also  noted  that  legislation  regarding  new 
licensures  under  the  Department  of  Transportation  to  take  effect 
in  1992  would  be  forthcoming  and  he  would  keep  the  Council 
informed  on  this  matter. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Cardinal  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the 
upcoming  Union  Label  convention  that  will  precede  the  Mass.  AFL- 
CIO  Convention  and  urged  participation  by  the  Vice  Presidents  and 
further  informed  them  that  both  they  and  their  Organizations 
would  be  solicited  for  support  of  Union  Label. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  read  a  letter  from  the  Exec. 
Director  of  AFSCME  Council  93  and  the  absent  AFSCME  Vice 
Presidents  regarding  a  request  for  a  proxy  vote  in  the  COPE 
endorsement  process. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  the  AFSCME  Vice  Presidents  on  the 
Council  were  out  of  state  at  their  International  Union  Convention 
in  Florida  and  that  their  absence  at  the  COPE  meeting  was  above 
and  beyond  their  control.  He  further  noted  he  had  received  calls 
from  other  Vice  Presidents  who  would  be  unavailable  to  attend  the 
COPE  meeting  and  that  the  AFSCME  request  would  be  precedent 
setting  and  would  only  affect  Vice  Presidents  who  were  out  of 
State  attending  their  International  Union  conventions. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  a  standard  for  absence  at  a  COPE 
meeting;  what  would  the  process  be  for  proxy  votes;  question  of 
only  restricting  proxy  votes  to  absences  due  to  International 
Union  Conventions;  not  changing  the  rules  at  this  time;  changing 
a  ruling  just  prior  to  holding  a  COPE  endorsement  meeting; 
precedent  setting  motion;  sensitive  position  to  put  the  Chair  in 
at  this  time  as  he  was  being  designated  the  proxy;  regular  union 
business  absence  vs.  convention  attendance;  issue  being  brought 
up  much  earlier  than  the  day  of  COPE  vote  and  the  possibility  of 
changing  the  rule  in  the  future  and  the  permitting  of  allowing 
proxy  votes  for  Vice  Presidents  at  Convention  and  not  on  union 
business;  a  dangerous  precedent  that  could  come  back  to  haunt  the 
Council  and  the  timeliness  of  such  a  request. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  noted  that  this  request  had  gone  before  the 
Executive  Officers  and  that  this  item  was  part  of  the  Executive 
Officers  recommendations. 


At  this  time,  President  Osborn,  requested  that  this  matter  be 
removed  from  the  recommendations  of  the  Exec.  Officers  and  be 
handled  as  a  separate  item. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  the  decision  by  the  Exec. 
Officers  had  been  unanimous  and  that  it  was  not  decided  on 
lightly  and  that  restrictions  had  been  put  on  the  request  that  it 
must  be  absence  due  to  attendance  at  an  International  Union 
Convention,  held  out  of  state  that  being  the  specific  reason. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  current  policy  of  COPE  rules  in 
that  it  is  not  covered  in  COPE  rules  that  the  only  proxy  now  in 
place  is  for  CLC  by  action  of  their  bodies  to  designate  a 
replacement/alternate  when  a  CLC  officer  could  not  attend  or  the 
CLC  officer  presently  holds  a  position  of  Vice  President  on  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  Council. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  this  matter  being  discussed  much 
earlier;  responsibilities  of  being  in  attendance,  persons  not 
attending  due  to  illness  or  other  union  business  and  alternatives 
to  be  considered  in  the  future. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  he  had  been  requested  by  AFSCME, 
the  largest  dues  paying  organization  in  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO,  that 
due  to  an  out  of  state  International  Union  Convention,  these  Vice 
Presidents  be  allowed  to  have  a  proxy  vote  at  the  COPE  meeting. 
He  further  informed  the  Council  that  he  felt  this  was  a 
reasonable  request  due  to  their  being  out  of  state. 

At  this  time  a  vote  was  taken  to  allow  the  AFSCME  Vice  Presidents 
who  were  attending  their  International  Union  Convention  in 
Florida  the  right  to  issue  a  proxy  vote.   Motion  defeated. 

President  Osborn  announced  that  he  felt  such  a  request  has  merit 
and  would  want  to  see  this  subject  brought  up  again  at  future 
meetings. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  and  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Officers,  exclusive  of  the  above  issue.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  refer  the  Communications  to  the  Executive  Officers.  So 
voted . 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Phinney  thanked  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Council  for  their  support  and  cooperation  during  the  UFCWU 
boycott  of  Shaw's  Supermarkets  and  he  announced  that  management 
and  the  union  would  be  meeting  and  that  the  boycott  was  being 
lifted.  He  also  noted  that  he  hoped  President  Osborn 's  successor 
will  carry  the  torch  both  as  high  and  bright  for  the  Labor 
Movement  as  President  Osborn  had. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.
